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H u g u en o t H o rtic u ltu ra l Society- 
Although it was generally understood that 
this society proposed no annual exhibition this 
Fall, it is pleasant to note the indications of 
friendly and permanent Interest in the objects 
ol the society in general, as well as In its com 
petitive shows nniMcwards. 
The attractive exhibitions held Iii Music 
Hall for the last three or four years, not only 
brought out conspicuously the fairest flowers 
rarest fruits, and choicest vegetable?, together 
with other attractive and usual contributions 
of fancy sorts to make a brilliant show for 
crowds thut only cared for a sight of novel 
ties In such productions of D atura assisted by 
skill, but they certainly served a deeper pur­ 
pose. 
Amaleurs in horticulture, those also 
who cultivate specialties for the markets, ss 
well as gardeners of low degree that only at 
tempt excellence in their limited garden plots 
anil patches, in short, the fruit growers of 
every grade especially acknowledge the etlm 
ulus given to their work by the simple circum 
slance that the best productions were sure of 
appreciation and reward according to the im­ 
partial judgment of the society’s committees. 
Tho importance of larger supplies of most va­ 
rieties of fruits and vegetables on which pre 
min nu have been offered by this society is 
fortunately attracting more attention than 
ever before. In tho suburbs of this city special 
crops arc gaining upon miscellaneous cnltlva 
lion of Bmnll fruits in particular. 
The work is, however, but just begun. 
Ar­ 
guing from the growth of this place during 
three or four years past, arid from the increase 
of summer visitors each year, to say nothing 
of a market down the river always accessible, 
the possibility of overdoing fruit culture or 
standard vegetables cither, Is evidently at 
surd. 
As an additional feature of instructive in­ 
terest in future exhi bit ions of the society, it 
has been suggested tha t short speeches, or 
talks, or papers, setting forth successful meth­ 
ods of care and cultivation of the (test varie­ 
ties of fruit and vegetables and flowers, such 
as could be compressed into fifteen minutes, 
might at intervals, prove very interesting as 
episodes dming the exhibition. 
Hints thus 
gathered often go further than those gained 
from the most reliable newspaper sources, 
where distance ai d various other circumstan­ 
tial differences re nder the treatment advoca­ 
ted somew here else, less practicable here. 
The taste for choice flowers, shrubs, and all 
ornamental growths as happily fostered by 
these autumnal exhibitions, is another estab­ 
lished fact here, and about which there can lie 
but one opinion. 
The omission of the exhibition this season 
will very properly direct some al tuition to the 
fact that, in order to obtain honestly sufficient 
funds to maintain and enlarge the premium 
lists of the society, and to pay all carefully 
supervised current expenses, astor use of hall, 
certain portable accommodations there, print­ 
ing of tickets, hills, Ac.; there must be more 
than a general taste tor the annual exhibi­ 
tion of products; there must be also a thor­ 
ough co-operation by the many who can pro­ 
duce a floe specimen of the kinds specified, 
that shall enlist a more generous presentation 
and competition. 
Zeal here is absolutely 
necessary to a complete and worthy exhibition. 
If there ii a fine collection of flowers ouly, a 
good attendance is almost almolutely certain. 
The added inducement of sale of fruits, vege­ 
table?, Ac., in the same line, contribute! at 
first for exhibition, taking pluce at the close, 
would further enhance the interests of the so­ 
ciety by way of wider distribution of superior 
products, and also by the net returns. 
Unlike a rriculiur al fairs generally, uow-a- 
days, the exhibitions of the Huguenot Society 
have neither favored nor fostered any “pools” 
nor “betting” nor any demoralizing device 
whatever in order to gain public appreciation 
and patronage. 
No ne of lite appliances of 
sharpers are tolerated with in any way or luvi- 
vited by its arrangements. While, therefore, it 
is to bo expected that the horticultural de­ 
ficiencies of the present year will not soon 
again recar in this region, it is to tie Imped 
and exiH*cled that the self-imposed efforts of 
the Huguenot Society will be called into ac­ 
tive employment another year, both by the 
fruits of the earth aud the renewed aud intel­ 
ligent cooperation of all the mombors of the 
society and its friends.

Tin Mexicans make a floor on which a 
bor?e eau trot without making an indention, 
by the following method: A layer of broken 
limestone three or four inches thick, is laid 
evenly over the surface of the ground, and ov­ 
er this is spread, to th* thickness of two io- 
cliej, a mortar composed of two parts sand 
to ouc of lime; this is allowed to stand twen­ 
ty-four hours, or until the surface becomes 
quite dry. The floor is theo thoroughly pound­ 
ed all over, until it ltecoiue3 as moist as when 
first laid, with a block of wood about a foot 
square and three inches thick, having a han­ 
dle rising from the middle. 
The floor then 
dries, and this operation is repeated until very 
little moistnre can be brought to the surface; 
a thin layer ol red ochre is (ben sifted on. 
The floor is then thoroughly polished bv a 
smooth, flat, water-worn stone. 
Hoofs are 
made in the same manner without the coloring 
matter, which is added merely to improve the 
lint, and they are unaflc cd by gun or rain. 


P c n i i a v l v a t t i u T o b a c c o - 
Pennsylvania, next to Connecticut, is new 
raising the most superior tobacco for smoking 
purposes produced on the continent, four-fifths 
of our crop being produced in Lancaster 
County. 
The Connecticut tobacco is very 
mild, and when worked a? a filler with a Ha­ 
vana wrapper makes a cigar of splendid fla­ 
vor, which the most expert is unable lo dis­ 
tinguish from the genuine Havana. 
Virginia 
tobacco is almost exclusively worked into 
"plug” and “fine cut," for chewing purposes, 
while the Pennsylvania crop is »ery valuable, 
und highly prized for smoking puposes. When 
three or four years old it is unparalleled; in­ 
deed, all tobacco improves with age. 
The 
better it is packed, and the longer it is kepi, 
the purer and more valuable it become?.— 
Tobacco Leaf. 


—Speaking of the gum., prospects in Sulli­ 
van county a correspondent says: 
“ Since 
bunters make a regular business of bunting 
and selling quail, woodcock, partridges, Ac., 
for the hunting season, game is rapidly disap­ 
pearing from the valley. 
We know of but two 
wild turkeys left. The hen was shot near 
Sam’s Point last winter. 
The grouse have 
entirely disappeared, and quail with us are 
seldom found. 
Notwithstanding a lot of ras­ 
cally cut-throats killed a number of deer while 
out on snow-shoes in the deep suow’ of last 
winter, yet there are quite a number on our 
mountains. 
The p ro se d for doer hunting is 
capital.”

H u fu n iM H orticultural Society. 
Although it was generally understood that 
this society proposed no annual exhibition this 
Fall, it is pleasaut to note the indications of 
friendly and permanent interest in the objects 
ol the society iu general, as well as in its com­ 
petitive shows aniKrewards. 
The attractive exhibitions held in Music 
Hall for the last three or four years, not only 
brought out conspicuously the fairest flpwcr3, 
rarest fruits, and choicest vegetables, together 
with other attractive and usual contributions 
of fancy sorts to make a brilliant show for 
crowds thut only cared for a sight of novel­ 
ties in such productions of nature assisted by 
skill, but they certainly served a deeper pur­ 
pose. 
Amateurs in horticulture, those also 
who cultivate specialties for the markets, as 
well as gardeners of low degreo that only at­ 
tempt excellence in their limited garden plots 
and patches, in short, the fruit growers of 
every grade especially acknowledge the stim­ 
ulus given to their work by the simple circum­ 
stance that the best productions were sure of 
appreciation and reward according to the im­ 
partial judgment of the society’s committees. 
The importance of larger supplies of most va­ 
rieties of fruits and vegetables on which pre­ 
miums have been offered by this society is 
fortunately attracting more attention than 
ever before. In the suburbs of this city special 
crops are gaining upon miscellaneous cultiva­ 
tion of small fruits in particular. 
The work is, however, but just begun. 
Ar­ 
guing from the growth of this place during 
three or four years past, and from the increase 
of summer visitors each year, to say nothing 
of a market down the river always accessible, 
the possibility of overdoing fruit culture or 
standard vegetables either, is evidently ab­ 
surd. 
As ¡.n additional feature of instructive in­ 
terest in future exhi bitions of the society, it 
has been suggested tha t short speeches, or 
talks, or papers, setting forth successful meth­ 
ods of care and cultivation of the best varie­ 
ties of fruit and vegetables and flowers, such 
as could be compressed into fifteen minutes, 
might at intervals, prove very interesting as 
episodes during the exhibition. 
Hints thus 
gathered often go further than those gained 
from the most reliable newspaper sources, 
where distance aLd various other circumstan­ 
tial differences re nder the treatm ent advoca­ 
ted somewhere else, less practicable here. 
The taste for choice flowers, shrubs, and all 
ornamental growths as happily foste-ed by 
these autumnal exhibitions, is another estab­ 
lished fact here, and about which there can be 
but one opinion. 
The omissiou of the exhibition this season 
will very properly direct some attention to the 
fact that, in order to obtain honestly sufficient 
funds to maintain and enlarge the premium 
lists of the society, and to pay all caretmly 
supervised current expenses, as for use of hail, 
certain portable accommodations there, print­ 
ing of tickets, bills, A c.; there must be more 
than a general taste tor the annual exhibi­ 
tion of products; there must be also a thor­ 
ough co-operation by the many who can pro­ 
duce a fine specimen of the kinds specified, 
that shall enlist a more generous presentation 
and competition. 
Zeal here is absolutely 
necessary to a complete and worthy exhibition. 
If there is a fine collection of flowers ouly, a 
good attendance is almost absolutely certain. 
The added inducement of sale of fruits, vege­ 
tables, Ac., in the same line, contributed at 
first for exhibition, taking place at the close, 
would further enhance the interests or the so­ 
ciety by way of wider distribution of superior 
products, and also by the net returns. 
Unlike airicultur al fairs generally, D o w -a - 
days, the exhibitions of the Huguenot Society 
have neither favored nor fostered any “pools” 
nor “ betting” nor any demoralizing device 
whatever in order to gain public appreciation 
and patronage. 
No ne of the appliances of 
sharpers are tolerated with in any way orinvi- 
vited by its arrangements. While, therefore, it 
is to be expected that the horticultural de­ 
ficiencies of the present year will not soon 
again recur in this region, it is to be hoped 
and expected that the self-imposed efforts of 
the Huguenot Society will be called into ac­ 
tive employment another year, both by the 
fruits of the earth and the renewed and intel­ 
ligent co-operation of all the mombors of the 
society and its friends.

The Mexicans make a floor on which a 
horse can trot without making an indention, 
by the following method: A layer of broken 
limestoue three or four inches thick, is laid 
evenly over the surface of the ground, and ov­ 
er this is spread, to the thickness of two in­ 
ches, a mortar composed of two parts sand 
to one of lime; this is allowed to stand twen­ 
ty-four hours, or until the surface becomes 
quite dry. The floor is then thoroughly pound­ 
ed all over, until it becomes as moist as when 
first laid, with a block of wood about a foot 
square and three inches thick, having a han­ 
dle rising from the middle. 
The floor then 
dries, and this operation is repeated until very 
little moistnre can be brought to the surface; 
a thin layer ot red ochre is then sifted on. 
The floor is then thoroughly polished by a 
smooth, flat, water-worn stone. 
Roofs are 
made in the same manner without the coloring 
matter, which is added merely to improve the 
tint, and they are unafle ed by sun or rain. 


P e n n s y l v a n i a T o b a c c o . 
Pennsylvania, next to Connecticut, is new 
raising the most superior tobacco for smoking 
purposes produced on the continent, four-fifths 
of our crop being produced 
iu Lancaster 
County. 
The Connecticut tobacco is very 
mild, and when worked as a filler with a Ha­ 
vana wrapper makes a cigar of splendid fla­ 
vor, which the most expert is unable to dis­ 
tinguish from the genuine Havana. 
Virginia 
tobacco is almost exclusively worked into 
"plug” and “fine cut,” for chewing purposes, 
while the Pennsylvania crop :s »ery valuable, 
and highly prized for smoking puposes. When 
three or four years old it is unparralleled; in­ 
deed, all tobacco improves with age. 
The 
better it is packed, and the longer it is kept, 
the purer and more valuable it bécomes.— 
Tobacco Leaf. 


—Speaking of the gam,, prospects in Sulli­ 
van county a correspondent says: 
“ Since 
hunters make a regular business of bunting 
and selling quail, woodcock, partridges, Ac., 
for the bunting season, game is rapidly disap­ 
pearing from the valley. 
We know of but two 
wild turkeys left. 
The hen was shot near 
Sam’s Point last winter. 
Tha grouse have 
entirely disappeared, and quail with us are 
seldom found. 
Notwithstanding a lot of ras­ 
cally cut-throats killed a number of deer while 
out on snow-shoe3 in the deep snow of last 
winter, yet there are quite a number on our 
mountains. 
The prospect for doer hunting is 
capital.”

Eighth, those caused by a spheroidal condition 
of the water. 
Ninth, those caused by the re­ 
pulsion of waler from fire surfaces or plates. 
The Commission intend* to experiment as 
to the truth or faldly if these various theories 
aud to that cud will give its earnest attention 
to any communications made to them upon 
the subject, which should be addressed to Mr. 
Tay lor, Secretary of lim Experimental Com­ 
mission, at the Treasury Department.

THE STEAM BOILER INSPECTORS. 
The. commission appointed by the United 
States government to inquire into tho causes 
of steam boiler explosions, in order to deter­ 
mine by actual experiment the best form and 
construction of safety valves which shall ope­ 
rate automatically in relieving sleam boilers 
from the pressure of steam or with certainty 
automatically 
prevent 
any 
increase 
of 
pressure 
above 
that 
at 
which 
the valve shall 
be 
set, 
invite 
persons 
claiming to have valves of superior efficiency 
to submit one to the commission for examin­ 
ation and testing. 
All valves presented must 
have an area of exactly five square inches in 
their discharge openings and the flange for 
attaching it to the boiler must be eight inches 
in diameter, flat face, without bolt hole*. 
At a meeting of the Commission to inquire 
into the causes of steam boiler explosions held 
at Washington it was resolved to issue a call 
upon those who may be conversant with facts 
bearing upon that subject to forward such in­ 
formation to the Commission. 
The following 
will probably cover most of the opinions and 
theories entertained by the scientists and en­ 
gineers on the subject: 
First, explosions 
caused by a gradual increase of steam pres­ 
sure. 
Second, those caused by low water and 
overheating of the plates of the boiler. Third, 
those caused by the deposit of sediment or in­ 
crustations of the inner surfaces exposed to fires. 
Fourth, those caused by the generation of ex­ 
plosive gases within Hie boiler. 
Fifth, th)sc 
caused by electrical action. 
Sixth, those 
caused by percussive action of water in case 
of rupture of the boiler in the steam chamber 
—Clark L Colborn’s theory. 
Seventh, those 
caused by water being deprived of its air.— 
Eighth, those caused by a spheroidal condition 
of the water. 
Ninth, those caused by tbc re­ 
pulsion of water from fire surfaces or plates. 
The Commission intends to experiment as 
lo the truth or falsity if these various theories 
and to that cud will give its earnest attention 
to any communications made to them upon 
the subject, which should be addressed to Mr. 
Taylor, Secretary of Hie Experimental Com­ 
mission, at the Treasury Department. Wash­ 
ington.

the effect of tho bill would be to revive and re­ 
open a large number of fraudulent or exorbi­ 
tant claims which have already been before 
the courts or before the Board of Audit under 
chapter 348 off the laws of 1872, aud qpoa 
which the action of the board was prevented by 
the claimants themselves. It is not intimated, 
as already stated, that some of these claims may 
not have reasonable ground foraheariDg and 
if the bill had provided for the revival and con­ 
tinuance of the Board of Apportionment and 
Audit in order toconsider them, as it was em­ 
powered to consider other claims on the city 
treasury, 1 should cheerfully have given it my 
approval. 
But this bill uot only takes these 
cuses out of the ordinary course of official or 
judicial examination and adjustment by cre­ 
ating au extraordinary 
board of appeal 
and 
arbitration, but it places 
the latter 
under 
restriction 
which 
might 
be 
very unjust to tho city by giving validity to 
fraudulcut demands against it. 
These, restric­ 
tions would operate solely for the benefit of 
dishonest claimants. 
No honest one needs 
them. 
The bill is not only objectionable on 
account of these oi«J claims, but because it 
embraces all claims of the same nature prior 
to May 1st, 1873, reviving the Board of Appor­ 
tionment and Audit for the purpose of dispos­ 
ing of them and making its awards subject to 
an appeal to the commissioners. 
It applies 
the same process of adjustment to claims for 
work done under the reform government as to 
those which arose under the faithless and un­ 
scrupulous administration which preceded it. 
Advertisements under the former can ho paid 
for like all other work ordered by it by proper 
accounting officers, and there is no reason 
why it should be exempt from the ordinary 
rules of examination and settlement.

For certain in these modern times 
we should know how to go to church, and how 
to behave when we get there; for of all 
places, surely the sanctuary is the very last 
in which the slightest breach of etiquette can 
be tolerated. 
We must not only worship God 
“ in spirit and in truth,” but in our most styl­ 
ish and elegant apparel, and in a manner be­ 
fitting the times and the seasons. 
After some years of careful observation in 
several of our most prominent and influential 
churches in the country and a good deal or 
laborious study on the .theoretical aspect of

Sunday School teacher speaks, is metaphorical 
of course; and then it’s unfashionable, undig­ 
nified and in bad taste to take the little oues, 
which settles it.

this is too often overlooked, hence we wish to 
dwell upon it. 
Better never enter a church 
portal than deign to appear in God’s house 
in an unseasonable dress or a last year's 
bonnet. 
Eloquence and style are emblems 
of 
true 
piety; 
religion 
in 
calico 
and homespun is an anomaly; there are places 
provided for such worshippers. 
But once in 
the church the first symptom of good-breed- 
iug is made charmingly apparent by striving 
to throw of»' all uuduo feelings of dovotion; 
don’t sit too still; wear a lively expression; fan 
vehemently, winter and summer; inspect tho 
new rigs of your neighbors critically; esti­ 
mate the width, quality and probable'cost of 
the material; and in various other ways divert 
your mind from this devout tendency, which 
is at once improper aud undignified.' Never 
forget self nor your own personal bearing,even 
wbon kneeling before your Maker, 
If a gen­ 
tleman, cross your leg?, elevate your feet in 
some way and stretch out your arms over tho 
back of the seat; aud if a lady, follow the 
same advice as far as possible,' adding that 
neat little feminine accomplishment,toy mgwith 
your jewelry, always remembering to keep the 
fullness of your dress properly adjusted. All 
this and much more that will readily suggest 
itself to the cultivated mind is now considered 
eminently proper and in good taste, as it 
serves to remove all stiflnes3 and impart 
a 
free 
and 
cheerful demeanor. 
If in 
the 
choir, 
tho 
same 
end 
may 
be 
accomplished by a little pleasant conversa 
tion - ubout the music—a few pencil sketches 
on the psalmody fly-leaf, a paper of choice 
confoctlons for the' breath, etc. 
During tho 
prayer the old custom of kneeling or even bow. 
ing the head is becoming somewhat obsolete; 
an erect sitting position is now pracilced by 
our best worshippers, except perhaps in a few 
Catholic and Episcopal churches, where it is 
well to kneel and keep the head well back, 
with «yes open, reading prayers as you would 
the report ot an investigating c'ommitteo. 
There seems to be no reason why we should 
not pray with our eyes open alter all. Always 
consnlt your watch at the beginning and again 
at the close of the sermon, noting the time 
carefully; no minister lias auy right to de­ 
tain his people longer than twenty miuutes, 
especially in summer. 
But when in it and 
during the hymn joiu in with the choir, espec­ 
ially if you don’t sing mjtch and don’t know 
the tune at all; surely all should join in the 
praise, unless perchance your musical culture 
and ability is of that high order which pre­ 
cludes a display so common. 
Be particular 
to close vour hymn hook aud drop it in the 
rack Just before the choir arrive at tho last 
line; it will not only expedite matters won­ 
derfully, but give the choir a flue chance to 
render that beautiful line just while you are 
sitting down. 
Time is an important element 
in this world of ours. 
At the closing hymn 
these remarks are absolutely imperative, and 
during the singing of the Gloria Patria or 
Doxology pick up your hat from under the 
seat, button your coat, put ou your gloves 
seize your cane, umbrella, parasol, fan, shak 
out your dress, adjust fullness iu arrears and 
be already to dive out from the pew just at 
the moment when the minister h *s half 
through pronouncing tho benediction, lust as 
in a theatre we all rise to go before the last 
scene closes. 
This 13 alway in good taste and 
signifies your anxiety to get home to attend to 
the baby', dinner, etc. 
Surely God should be 
entirely satisfied with ninety minuto3 of our 
time twice each Sunday, which occurs every 
seveutb day, and everyone knows what the 
benediction is without waiting to hear it, all 
have heard it so often. 
If it were a circus, 
one might feel content to sit three or four 
hours to look and listen; such things come 
only two or three times a year, but the idea 
of being poked up in a hot church louger tt ,n 
one hour and a half twice each week is simply 
preposterous, and should not bo required *v 
any intelligent minister. 
Christianity is be­ 
coming a popular diversion, and tb03e who 
essay to indulge therein should do so with a 
proper spirit of decorum.

T e a c h e rs’ I n s titu te . 
The Institute met at the First M. E. Church 
Monday morning and was called to order by 
Dr. Van Sautvoord and was followed by sing­ 
ing and prayer. 
Prof. Morehouse gave an interesting exer­ 
cise in arithmetic, on Hic general theory of 
fractions, common and decimal. 
In tho absence of Prof. Wilson Dr. Winter, 
Commissioner of the Third District, gave a 
lecture on civil government, embracing county 
officers arjil their duties. 
Tho Doctor espec­ 
ially urged upon teachers the duty of giving 
more attention to this branch of study, and 
hoped they would introduce the same In. their 
schools. 
Prof. Morehouse then gave on interesting 
lecture on tho geography of Ulster county, and 
naked tho teachers to bouod the c >unty and 
their towns; name the number of lakes, rivers, 
etc. 
We are sorry to say the teachers were 
not very well versed in Hie geography of their 
county, in fact being somewhat better posted 
in regard to other counties and other coun 
tries than the county of Ulster. 
Very few of 
them were able to bound their own towns. 
The Professor thou instructed the teachers 
in the best method of teaching their school.? in 
local geography; that the first lesson should 
be to ask the student to jioint toward certain 
villages or places in the county and learn them 
the direction they lie i I regard to the points 
of tho compass. 
A committee composed of Messrs. Schep- 
raoes, Harrow and Vernooy, and Miss Jennie 
Scboonmuker and Miss Kila G. Adams was 
appointed to lay out a pl rn of entertainment 
for each evening, such as exercises in reading, 
singing, debating, etc. 
A lesson was then given iii the vowel sound? 
ami a reading lesson, which was highly inter 
csting. 
Next was a lecture on English gram ­ 
mar, orthography and parsing. 
An exercise was next given in written 
composition, each teacher takiug part in the 
exercises. 
A spelling lesson of thirty words was then 
given out to the teachers, Hie prizes to Le de 
livered Tuesday morning; after which Hic In­ 
stitute adjourned until evening.

Tile first exercise of the evening was a gen­ 
eral discussion of corporal punijhmoot. 
Prof. 
Morehouse opened the debate by taking the 
side that there should be no corporal punish­ 
ment in schools. 
Said the Professor, “ No 
child ever suffered from punishment in school 
that was cared for at home. 
The whole m at­ 
ter is a home m atter. 
If parents teach their 
children to be dutiful at home they will give 
their teachers no reason to punish them. Why 
is it that life is »o cheap in the country ? Why 
is crime so frequent* 
Because ihe child is Dot 
taught that obedience at home in his glory." 
The Professor then spoke at some length on 
the government of children; that they should 
be governed by kindness and gentleness, then 
there would be no cause for corporal punish­ 
ment. 
Parents should not, however, come lo 
the school and say **Yoa must not punish toy 
child." The secret influence of the parent, if a 
bad influence, will do more to ruin the child 
than all other influences combined. 
The work 
must begin at borne. 
The speaker further said 
never punish a child when tailoring under ex 
citcrnrnl or in a passion. 
I have these rules 
to give you: 
Keep cool—keep cool—keep 
cool, and don’t lose your temper. 
Mr. Barrett then took the floor and said he 
agreed with the first sh a k e r in this: if the 
parents do their duty, theti corporal punish­ 
ment will not be needed in schools. 
Iii the 
present coudition of things, however, the 
s|K\ikor thought the rod should be used in the 
right way; obedience should be enforced— 
prompt and immediate obedience. 
Is it not 
sometime? better to resort to the rod than to 
some other mode of punishment? 
Hon. 
Frederick L. Westbrook was here 
cull*?! for. 
He arose and said if there was no 
teacher who would speak on the right side of 
the subject then be was willing to give his 
opinion. 
Tho sh a k e r said be had taught 
school a number of years ago, but would not 
allow any single incident that occurred daring 
such teaching govern his general view of the 
subject. 
Ile further said It is often impossible 
for parents, laboring men, to give the child 
the proper care or moral Instruction, and the 
present system of school education is based 
on that fact. 
Th? teacher is placed in the 
KWillon of parent to the child, hence it is idle 
to talk about tile child having proper care ut 
borne; it cannot always be in tho natural state 
of thing?. 
But how often is it that parents 
overt! their children w ithout corporal punish­ 
ment, even when they cannot have continual 
su|iervision over them ; then why should not 
teachers lie aide to govern them in a similar 
manner wheu their eyes urn continually upon 
them ? Often parents are not constituted to 
avern children because of bad temper and 
bad passions: so it is with teachers, and that 
is one great reason why teachers fail in not 
ff-ing able to govern without corporal pun- 
huiout. 
SupiHwe the teacher, a lady, should 
have a big, burly,unruly boy as a scholar whom 
she would uot dare flog; would you have her 
flog the smaller children an I use milder sua­ 
sion on the big scholar? 
What kind of policy 
would that t>e, and what kind of ctlocl would 
that have on the school ? 
Mr. Westbrookcon- 
linued ut some length to give Iii? views on the 
subject that corporal punishment should uot 
be used in school? and ended with a burst of 
oqueuc# quite unusual for that gentleman. 
Mr. Rawson then arose and asked Mr. West­ 
brook a few questions, which led to a spicy 
debate between the two, each answer being 
loudly applauded by the audience.

Hie sparks fell in shower?, the only obstacle 
to the spread of the tire up II tinter street, 
where, had It obtained a foothold, it would 
have wrought incalculable destruction among 
the dwellings in that pleasant section, being 
the brick packing house of Thompson A Sons, 
which at half-past one wa? burning.

time the tire was working northward through j 
the interior of the block and the buildings on ' 
Abeel street were threatened with destruction, 
while the building of John Derreiibacheron the I 
south side of Ravine street bad caught and I 
was rapidly burning, threatening the building 
of L. Hick aud the others in that block. 
At 
this tune the scene was one of awe-inspiring 
magnificence; Hie block bounded by Abeel, 
Ratine, Hunter aud Hone streets seemed 
doomed to destruction, while buildings on 
he upjH'r side of Hunter street were smoking 
and frantic people were carrying good? away 
and relays of ineo were stationed on tile roofs, 
hanging wet carpets over the sides and wet­ 
ting the roots and sides with pails of water.— 
The Lutheran Church was in lull b la z e , the 
stables of Methane and Kirchuer and iheatore 
of McMullen A Jones had gone, and the es­ 
tablishment of the Thompsons was on fire, 
while many other buildings were scorching j 
with the beat, the air was filled with sparks | 
and no one knew where the next blaze would 
freak oat. 
The entire Eastern Fire Depart­ 
ment were at work and their brethren of the 
Western Department, summoned by the urgent 
need, hasteuol to respond, and Wiltwyck 
Hose No. I, Wiltwyck Hook A Ladder No. I, I 
Washington Steamer No. 3 and Kingston ■ 
Hose No. 2 were soon on tho ground and 
worked most faithfully in endeavoring to stay j 
the flames.

Tile Lutheran Church 
bad an insurance of $4,000 on the building 
aud $1,500 on the organ and this doe? not 
probably cover half the real loss.

St Sons at a hasty estimate place the bxs on 
their well-appointed establishment at 115,000 
at least, with only an insurance of $2,000; 
and this does not represent the real loss 
caused by interruption in business, etc.

think it safe and 
witbiu bounds to place the total loss a? first 
staled, not fur from $50,000. 
A number of dwelling.? iu tho vicinity were 
more or less damaged, among them that of 
William Reich, occupied by D. N. Ti obit Is, night 
foreman of The Freeman. Mr. Tibbitts’ proper­ 
ty was removed, mainly by the energetic labors 
of his associates on The Freeman night force, 
and hi? loss will not be extensive, being caused 
by the wear aud tear of removal in tho ex­ 
citement. 
Some of the buildings on the upper 
side of Hunter street caught Are but wet, car­ 
pets and waler freely applied to the roofs pre­ 
served them from 
serious damage, 
Iteis 
effective measures, however, might have re­ 
sulted in a conflagration that would have 
swept not only that side but that entire por­ 
tion of the city.

mediately snatched from her hand aud found 
it to contain laudanum. 
II» concluded to 
take her to the ferry, which was then 011 this 
side of the rivef, and carry her to his house in 
Coxsackie, where medical aid could be pro­ 
cured. 
Upon reaching Hie ferry-boat»*lie was very 
reticent, and at first declined to converse with 
any one, but Dr. T. T. Calkins, of U1Í3 city, 
happened to be on board, and by his pursuas- 
ive manlier lie learned from her that her name 
was Augusta Hermanee, that she belonged in 
Rhinebeck, and that her father was a clergy­ 
man.

Teach ers’ In stitu te. 
The Institute met at the First M. E. Church 
Monday morning and was called to order by 
Dr. Van Santvoord and was folio wed by sing­ 
ing and prayer. 
Prof. Morehouse gave au interesting exer­ 
cise in arithmetic, on the general theory of 
fractions, common and decimal. 
In the absence of Prof. Wilson Dr. Winter, 
Commissioner of the Third District, gave a 
lecture on civil government, embracing county 
officers aqd their duties. 
The Doctor esp ec­ 
ially urged upon teachers the duty of giv'rug 
more attention to this branch of study, and 
hoped they would introduce the same in their 
schools. 
Prof. Morehouse then gave au iuteresting 
lecture on the geography of Ulster county, and 
asked tho teachers to bound the county and 
their towns; name the number of lakes, rivers, 
etc. 
We are sorry to say tbe teachers were 
not very well versed in the geography of their 
county, iu fact being somewhat better posted 
in regard to other counties and other coun­ 
tries than the county of Ulster. 
Very few of 
them were able to bound their own towns. 
The Professor theu instructed the teachers 
iu the best method of teaching their schools in 
local geography; that the first lesson should 
be to ask the student to point toward certain 
villages or places in the county and learn them 
tbe direction they lie i t regard to the points 
of tho compass. 
A committee composed of Messrs. Scbep- 
moes, Darrow and Vcrnooy, and Miss Jennie 
Scboonmaker aud Miss Ella G. Adams was 
appointed to lay out a plan of eutertainmeut 
for each evening, such as exercises in reading, 
singing, debating, etc. 
A lesson was then given iu the vowel sounds 
and a reading lesson, which was highly inter­ 
esting. 
Next was a lecture on English gram­ 
mar, orthography and parsing. 
An exercise was next given iu written 
composition, each teacher taking part in the 
exercises. 
A spelling lesson of thirty w ords was then 
given out to the teachers, the prizes to be de­ 
livered Tuesday morning; after which the In­ 
stitute adjourned until evening. 


KVENINO SESSION. 
The first exercise of the evening was a gen­ 
eral discussion of corpora! punighment.

Morehouse opened the debate by taking the 
side that there should bo no corporal punish­ 
ment in schools. 
Said the Professor, “ No 
chjld ever suffered from punishment in school 
that was cared for at home. 
The whole mat­ 
ter is a home matter. 
If parents teach their 
children to be dutiful at home they will give 
their teachers no reason to punish them. Why 
is it tiiut iife is 0 0 cheap in the country ? Why 
is crime so frequent? Because the child is not 
taught that obedience at home in his glory.” 
The Professor then spoke at some length on 
the government of children; that they should 
be governed by kindness and gentleness, then 
there would be 110 cause for corporal punish­ 
ment. 
Parents should not, however, come 10 
the school and say “Y ot must not punish my 
child.” The secret influence of the parent, if a 
bad influence, will do more to ruin the child 
than all other iufiucnces combined. 
The work 
must begin at home. 
The speaker further said 
never punish a child when laboring under ex­ 
citement or in a passion. 
I have these rules 
to give you: 
Keep cool—keep cool—keep 
cool, and don’t lose your temper. 
Mr. Barrett then took the floor and said he 
agreed with the first speaker in this: if the 
parents do their duty, then corporal punish­ 
ment will not be needed in schools. 
In the 
present condition of things, 
however, the 
speaker thought the rod should be used in the 
right way; obedience should be enforced— 
prompt and immediate obedience, 
is it not 
sometimes bolter to resort to Hie rod than to 
some other mode of punishment? 
Hon. 
Frederick L. Westbrook was here 
called for. 
He arose and said if there was no 
teacher who would speak on the right side of 
tbe subject then be was willing to give bis 
opinion. 
The speaker said be bad taught 
school a number of years ago, but would not 
allow any single incident that occurred during 
such teaching govern his general view of the 
subject. 
He further said it is often impossible 
for parents, laboring men, to give the child 
the proper care or moral instruction, and the 
present system of school education is based 
on that fact. 
The teacher is placed in the 
position or parent to the child, heuce it is idle 
to talk about the child having proper care at 
home; it cannot always be in the natural state 
of things. 
But how often is it that parents 
govern their children without corporal punish- 
meut, even when they cannot have continual 
supervision over them ; then why should not 
teachers be able to govern them in a similar 
manner when their eyes are continually upon 
them ? Oiten parents arc not constituted to 
govern children because of bad temper and 
bad passions: so it is with teachers, and that 
is one great reason why teachers fail in not 
being able to govern without corporal pun­ 
ishment. 
Suppose the teacher, a lady, should 
have a hig,burly, unruly boy as a scholar whom 
she would not dare flog; would you have her 
flog the smaller children and use milder sua­ 
sion 011 the big scholar? 
What kind of policy 
would that be, and what kind of effect would 
that have 011 the school ? 
Mr. Westbrookcon- 
linued at some length to give his views on the 
subject that corporal punishment should not 
be used in schools and ended with a burst of 
eloquence quite unusual for that gentleman. 
Mr. Rawson then arose and asked Mr. West­ 
brook a few questions, which led to a spicy 
debate between the two, each answer being 
loudly applauded by the audience. 
Mr. Hull then gave a reading of Old John 
Burns at Gettysburgh, and the exercise was 
closed by Miss Wynkoop reading 
Barbara 
Frriteliie. 
There was a large attendance aud the speak­ 
ers were listened to with much attention.

T H E FIR E FIEND AT WORK 


Almost a Chicago Fire for Our 


City. 


L O S S A T L E A S T F I F T Y T H O U ­ 
S A N D D O L L A IIS. 


The tire fiend, who for a long lime has for­ 
tunately withheld from visiting us with very 
extensive destruction, has of late apparently 
broken forth witli relentless fury and spread 
destruction in the city. 
Three fires closely 
following each other, each one Increasing in 
extent and amount of loss, has brought us to 
a sense of the power of this fear-inspiring ele­ 
ment when-once it starts on its career of de­ 
struction and showu us the need of a more 
efficient means of guarding against it, and 
that need is water-works. 
The most destructive fire that our city has 
experienced since its organization and the 
largest the Rondout portion has known for 
years occurred last night and this morning. 
About a quarter to twelve o’clock an alarm of 
fire wa3 sounded aud a bright light was seen 
in the direction of Ravine street. 
Hastening 
to the scene we found tho stables of James 
McShane, 011 that street, in a blaze, and tbe 
flames burning with a fierceness that portend­ 
ed, unless they were -speedily checked, a 
spread to the surrounding buildings, which, 
as most of them were frame and highly in­ 
flammable, gaye rise to apprehensions of a 
most destructive conflagration—apprehensions 
that were justified by tbe extent of the fire 
afterward. 
Tho alarm brought the fire, 
men 
of 
the 
Eastern 
Fire 
Department 
promptly 
to 
the 
scene, 
Cornell 
Hose 
being 
first on 
the 
ground 
and doing 
faithful and effective service then aud after­ 
ward. 
Lindsloy steamer came next and quick­ 
ly got to work and Protector and Lackawanna 
followed soon after, tho other companies being 
soon in position and ready for work. 
By the 
time a stream was obtained tbe stables of 
McShane were in full blaze and the flames had 
communicated to the store of McMullen & 
Jones on one side and the stables of Lawrence 
Kirchner on the other, burning with a rapidity 
and fierceness that rendered perfectly futile 
all attempts to check them. 
From there the 
spread of the fire to the stables of McMullen & 
Jones and the Lutheran Church, corner of 
Ravine and Hunter street, was the work of but 
a few moments and then the danger that hung 
over that portion oí our city manifested itself 
with awful plainness—ror on the northeast 
and 
northwest 
were 
frame 
rows 
of 
buildings, 
towards 
which 
a 
brisk 
wind 
blew 
tho 
roaring 
flames, 
while 
the sparks fell in showers, the only obstacle 
to the spread of the fire up Hunter street, 
where, had it obtained a foothold, it would 
have wrought incalculable destruction among 
the dwellings in that pleasant section, being 
the brick packing house of Thompson A Sons, 
which at half-past one was burning. 
Mean­ 
time the fire was working northward through 
the interior of tbe block and the buildings on 
Abeel street were threatened with destruction, 
while the building of JohnDerrenbacberon the 
south side of Ravine street had caught and 
was rapidly burning, threatening the building 
of L. Flick and the others in that block. 
At 
this time the scene was one of awe-inspiring 
magnificence; the block bounded by Abeel, 
Ravine, Hunter aud Hone streets seemed 
doomed to destruction, while buildings 011 
the upper side of Hunter street were smoking 
and frautic people were carrying goods away 
and relays of men were stationed on the roofs, 
hanging wet carpets over the sides and wet­ 
ting the roof3 and sides with pails of water.— 
The Lutheran Church was in lull blaze, the 
stables of McShane aud Kirchuer and thestore 
of McMullen A Jones had gone, and the es­ 
tablishment of the Thompsons was on fire, 
while many other buildings were scorching 
with the heat, the air was filled with sparks 
and no one knew where the uext blaze would 
jreak oat. 
The entire Eastern Fire Depart­ 
ment were at work and their brcftiren of the 
Western Department, summoned by the urgent 
need, hastened to respond, and Wiltwyck 
Hose No. 1, Wiltwyck Hook A Ladder No. 1, 
Washington Steamer No. 3 and Kingston 
Hose No. 2 were soon on tho ground and 
worked mo3t faithfully ¡11 eudoavoring to stay 
the flames. 
This proved the turning point, aud alter 
destroying Thompson's establishment the fire 
was gradually got under control, till at half­ 
past two it was apparent that there was no 
danger of its further spread, although an area 
many hundred feet in extent was a mass of 
glowing embers aud smoking ruins. 
There it 
was kept, however, and as we go to press it is 
evideut that no furlher danger is to be appre­ 
hended. 
Conceruing the losses of the various sufler- 
er3 by the tire it is difficult at this time, owing 
to tbe excitement and conlusion, to give even 
an approximate estimate, but the lowest we 
have heard places it at $50,000 at least, 
and it is not 
probable that 
the insur­ 
ance 
amounts 
to 
more 
than 
one- 
quarter that sum. 
The Lutheran Church 
bad an insurance of $4,000 on the building 
and $1,500 on the organ and this does not 
probably cover half the real loss. 
Thompson 
& Sons at a hasty estimate place the loss on 
their well-appointed establishment at $15,000 
at least, with only an insurance ot $2,000; 
and this does not represent the real loss 
caused by interruption in business, etc. 
We 
could not obtain even a rough calculation on 
the other losses, 
but 
think it safe and 
within bounds to place the total loss as first 
staled, not far from $50,000. 
A number of dwellings in the vicinity were 
more or less damaged, among them that of 
Wlliiam Kelcb, occupied by D. N. Tiobitts,night 
foreman of The Freeman. Mr. Tibbitts’ proper­ 
ty was removed, mainly by the energetic labors 
of his associates 011 The Freeman night force, 
and his loss will not be extensive,being caused 
by the wear and tear of removal in tho ex­ 
citement. 
Some of the buildings on the upper 
side of Hunter street caught fire but wet, car­ 
pets and water freely applied to the roofs pre­ 
served them from 
serious damage. 
Less 
effective measures, however, might have re­ 
sulted in a conflagration that would have 
swept not only that side but that entire por­ 
tion of the citj*. 
We were informed that 
several horses were burned in the stables of 
McShane, but at tho late hour at which we 
left the scene could not learn the number or 
any other particulars. 
Wc have had a destructive conflagration, 
and though occurring where it was difficult to 
mako a stream effective, yet there was one 
fact apparent—the need of water works; for 
with a tire hydrant in Hunter street, with the 
force sure to bo obtained at that locality, 
Thompson's building certainly and possibly 
the Lutheran Church could have been saved 
and thus a large item in the aggregate of loss 
prevented.

If any bill shut not bo re tu rn ­ 
ed by th e g overn q -w ithin te n d.avs (Sundavs e x ­ 
cepted) a fte r it shall have been p resen ted to him , 
th e sam e shall be a law In like m an n e r as if he had 
sig n ed it, u n less th e leg islatu re shall, bv tb eir ad ­ 
jo u rn m e n t, p rev en t its r -tu rn ; in w hich case it 
shall n o t becom e a law w ith o u t th e approval of tbe 
g o v ern o r. N o bill shall becom e a law a fte r the final 
a d jo u rn m en t of th e leg islatu re u n less approved by 
th e g o v ern o r w ithin th irty days a fte r such ad jo u rn ­ 
m en t. 
If any bill p resen ted lo th e g overnor con­ 
tain sev eral item s of ap p ro p riatio n s of m uucv, he 
m ay o b jec t to one or m o re of such item s, w hile a p ­ 
p ro v in g of th e o th er po rtio n of th e bill.

tw o -th ird s of th e m em b ers elected to each house, 
the saíne shall ba part of th q law , n o tw ith stan d in g 
th e o b jectio n s of tn e g overnor. 
All th e provisions 
of th is sectio n , in relatio n to bills n o t approved by 
th e g overnor, shall apply la cases in w hich he shall 
w ithhold his a pproval from any item or item s con­ 
tain ed in a bill ap p ro p riatin g m oney.
